EDWARDSVILLE — Madison County 
Sheriff. Bob Churchich is fuming over a‘i 
percent increase reéommended by the 
county board's Finance. Committee for 
the county jail budget. 

The sheriff asked for a jail budget of 
$1.45 million for the fiscal year beginning 
Dec. 1. The committee is expected to rec- 
ommend $1.37 million, r 

The 312,000 increase is intended to cov- 
er rising costs of food and supplies-at the 
jail, Churchich said. : 

“The costs have gone sky high an 
,they’re not making any type .of - (ade- 
quate )~adjustment in our budget.” 

Records for the jail show Churchich 

already is_at_least-$40,000- over his—1989-90 
budget of-$1.36 million as of Oct. 1. . 

The key causé, Churchich maintains, is 
an increase in the number of jail 
inmates. The 1989-90 budget, he said, was 

_-based_on-a_daily-average-of 100‘inmates.

Surprise, surprise 
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Raising kids still very expensive _

ST. LOUIS — This truth is 
self-evident: Raising kids is 
expensive. 

How expensive? 

A youngster born last year to 
area parents earning $28,200 to 
$46,700 will cost an average of 
$199,560 through high 
graduation, according to a 
recent federal government study. 
Families who earn more than 
$46,700. will spend an average of 
$278,780, while families earning 
Jess than $28,200 will fork out an 
average of $143,690. 

Those totals are the projected 
costs for raising just one child. 
And the study leaves out the big- 
gest single expense—a college 
education, says George Walton, 
a_ stockbroker in the Frontenac 
office of A.G. Edwards & Sons
